Pursuant to the restriction requirement under 35 USC 121, election is made, hereby, to 
prosecute invention Group I, claims 1-18, 25, and 26. 

Pursuant to the requirement for election of species, applicants elect as species the translation 
product of Cystatin C gene, with traverse. The elected species reads on claims 1-18, 25, and 26. 

Traverse is maintained to the extent that all species in the "substance" Markush group be 
examined upon a generic claim being found allowable, since the Markush group is properly generic.
